: THE CAPTURE OF TIENCHWANGTAI. 
TWO THOUSAND CHINESE KILLED, 
YOKOHAMA, March roth, 
Marshal Nodza reports that on the oth inet., 
his army, belng jofned by the First Division, 
altacked Tenchantal (Tlenchwangtal) from three 
directions ; one division coming from the porth- 
east, one from the east, and one from the north- 
weat. They commenced ‘the bombardment at 
seven o'clock in the morning, and by 10.30 s.m,, 
the Chinese forces, numbering upwards of 
10,060, were entirely routed, ficelng dluorganized 
Jowards the north-west. The Japanese loss is 
estimated at about one hundced. The oumber 
of Chinése killed, as {rr as con be judged at the 
present moment, {s about two thousand, A large 
quantity of guns, rifle, smmu ition, stores and 
other materials bave fallen into the bands of the 
Japinese, Tenchantal (Tienchwangtal) ts an 
Important rfiltary post, where General Wu Ta- 
chepg-ard the Hunanese troons were stationed, 
The place wan destroyed by fire caused by the 
exptoston of shells in bombarding.’ *

Since the breaking out of the present .war 
between Japan andChina, writesthe J4ji Shimpo 
and other vernacular papers, a ramogr hes heen 
constantly circulated to the effect that Engilsh- 
men always favour China and seek to: place 
impediments in Javan's way, That le strongly 
disputed by Consol-General Shimamura, who 
was nent some time ago on official bosiness 
to the seat of war and hasyvetorned home, having 
accompapled Field-Marshal Count Oyama :at 
Port Arthar and Wel-hal-wel, He declares that 
the unfavourable criticlsms of the Japanese 
press as tothe sentiment and actions of the 
British Orlental Fleet toward the lend and naval 
forces of Japan are antiraly unfounded, . It Is 
true that whether fn lend batiles or sea fights, 
the presence of strangers as mere spectators Is a 
source of trouble, ond therefore the fact that (he 
British Fleet follows {n the wake of the Japan- 
ee squadron and {watches the latter's actions 
may have proved more or less embarrassing. 
Yet that 1s the som total of what the British 
Fleet did, and there is no ground whatsoever 
for the charge that tt sided with Ching aud 
obstructed the operations of the Japanese forces. 
Admiral Fremantle has shown considerable 
goodwill to the Japanese, as is attested in 
more than one tnsiance, When Field-Marshal 
Oyama reached Port Arthur, for example, the 
Admiral also landed thera and pald « com- 
piimentary visit ta the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Second Army.

Emperor... All were on the best possible terms 
and enjoyed themselves frankly and heartily.

The lollowing evidence was led :— 


Chan Ab-fat said that at t1.40a.m. on the 
rath (nat, be was working on the first floor of the. 
Refinery and the deceased was working near a 
Rreal. wheel, "Wliness heard the receased ciy, 
and saw him coming away wi'h blood flowing 
from his srms, We went to the deceased's 
assis'ance. He knew the deceased, ‘who was 
about 30 yerrs of age. . 

Thomas Kerr, chlef engineer of the Refinery, 
sald that atts a.m, on the 3th instant he was 
called to the char elevator engine. There he 
saw deceased about ten yards from the engine 
with both hls arms badly smashed. The 
decerned, who had three fingers cut off on the 
right hand, was still alive, Hy acnt him to the 
Government Civil Hospttal. The deceased wan 
the . engine driver’ of the char elevator 
englre, It la an engine used for heaving ~ 
ty chareasl to the char and clsterns. 
The engine ts worked from the first floor. 
As driver, the dates of the deceased were 
to stert'and stop the engine when necessary, 
that wae to say about ance in every sfx hours. 
Deceased woutd do ihat by means of a small 
wheel which opsns or shunts the valve. He 
saw the engine after the accident, but there was 
no'hing.to show how the accident had occurred, 

At this point the erqutry was rdjourned sine 
dia to allow the Magistrate time to vlilt the 
cone af the occurrence.
